THOUSANDS DEAD

Mark Twain’s famous remark 
that “Reports of my death are

used by John Wilkinson, Fayette­ 
ville, and members of his family 
to deny that he died in a Port 
Deposit, Maryland, hospital of in­ 
juries suffered Sunday evening, 
when he was blackjacked and rob­ 
bed of $4 in cash. 
Reports to the contrary, not­ 
withstanding, young Wilkinson, 
a student at 
W est 
Nottingham 
Academy, Port Deposit, is “very 
much alive,” according to direct 
information from the Wilkinson 
home in Fayetteville, where he is 
recuperating from the attack. 
The young man, who is well 
known in Gettysburg,* came into 
prominence in 
November, 
1924, 
when he was with his brother, 
Charles F. W ilkinson, who shot 
and killed Francis E. Blettner, of 
Hanover, after an altercation in 
front of the Hanover legion home. 


John Wilkinson was not arrest­ 
ed in connection with the shoot­ 
ing, for which his elder brother- 
was acquitted in York, but was 
one of the principal witnesses at 
the trial.

student left the 
dormitory 
at 
the 
Maryland 
academy on Sunday for a walk 
with fellow-students. Stopping at 
the side of the road to enjoy the 
moonlight, young Wilkinson sat 
on a large rock. 
The young Fayetteville man 
is unable to give any explanation 
of the attack. 
He was found in 
a dazed condition by fellow -stu­ 
dents and taken to Richards' H os­ 
pital in Port Deposit. 
He was 
suffering from a 
scalp 
wound, 
which was not considered serious. 
Monday, members of the stu­ 
dent’s family went to Port D e­ 
posit and took the injured youth 
to his home, where he is reported 
to be improving steadily.

WHITE PINE MIST 
NOW SPREADING 


Gooseberry and Currant Bushes 
Carry Spores; Working in 
Southerly Direction. 


Harrisburg, September SO.—White 
pine blister rust has been found for 
the first time in Pike and Monroe 
counties. 
Experts from the bureau 
of plant industry who made the dis­ 
covery during a survey of the north­ 
east section of the state said, how­ 
ever^ that the infestation 
was not 
sufficient to cause alarm. 
First traces of the rust were found 
in Wayne county where i$ bopped 
over the New York state line. 
This 
was in 1921 and later the fungus was 
discovered on nine trees in Susque­ 
hanna 
and 
Lackawanna 
counties 
whence it had spread from Wayne. 
The discovery of new infestation this 
year led bureau officials to believe 
that the rust is traveling in a south­ 
erly direction. 
“The rust is spread by gooseberry 
and current brushes,” W. A. McCubbih, 
plant pathologist, said. 
“The spores 
are carried by the wind and the pe­ 
culiar part about the rust Is that it 
does not spread from pine tree to 
pin*1 tree, but from pine tree to eith­ 
er the gooseberry or currant hnd then 
on to another pine.” 
Mr. McCubbin said that there was 
one case reported from Canada where 
spores had been carried to currant 
bushes a distance of 150 miles from 
a pine tree. 
However, he declared, 
the spores rarely bridge a distance 
of more than 200 or 300 yards in leap­ 
ing from infected bushes to a pine. 
This he declared demonstrated the 
susceptibility of the goose berry and 
currant to the distance. 
The rust is a bright orange in color 
and attacks the trunk of the pine 
tree. 
It gradually girdles the tree 
which cuts off the flow of sap from 
the ^cqt8 through 
-.the bark 
and 
causes the tfee to dig.

Ironwood, Mich., Sept. 30.—Forty- 
three imprisoned miners were found 
“alive and well” half a mile from 
the earth’s surface in the G. Pabst 
iron mine yesterday where they had 
been imprisoned five days. 
A plea 
for light greeted rescue workers who 
crossed a $haky 
thirtytfoot 
“cat 
walk” and* penetrated the prison of 
the men. 
The miners reported they 
had subsisted on birchbark tea which 
they made in lunch buckets over the 
fire of their miners’ laimps. 
Sirens and horns of the town sound­ 
ed the glad tidings which thousands 
have awaited since noon last Friday, 
when a 
cage 
dropped in a shaft, 
loosening tons of rocks and earth, 
killing three men outright and trap­ 
ping the forty-three miners on the 
eighth level of the mine, about a half 
mile from the surface. 
Shortly before noon miners and res­ 
cue 
workers 
from Chicago Worked 
their way up to the eighth level from 
another level almost a mile from the 
earth’s surface, and found the lad­ 
ders extending to the eighth level in 
fair condition. 
They threw rails and 
power 
lines 
across 
a thirty foot 
chasm, and with the daring of tight­ 
rope walkers skipped across to the 
hole of the imprisoned men to be 
greeted by Tom Trewartha, a sturdy 
mine boss, who reported all hands 
well, 
News Relayed To Surface 
George Hawes, assistant director 
of safety of the Pullman Company, 
of Chicago, who formerly 
worked 
here and who volunteered for rescue 
work, was the first across the “cat 
walk” and was greeted by Trewartha, 
who grasped his hand. 
“How are you?” Hawes asked. 
“We are a1! O. K. 
Forty-three 
men all right. 
Wk? lived on 
tea 
made from birchbark.” 
Hawes shouted the news to his com­ 
panions, who hurried to an 
outer 
shaft and reported the men “alive and 
well.” 
To Be Taken To Hospitals 
Shortly thereafter food and carbide 
lights were en route to the men, while 
preparations on the surface 
were 
made to remove them to hospitals for 
treatment and to relieve them of their 
damp and soggy clothing. 
Soup, coffee, cigarettes, 
chewing 
tobacco and fuel for their lamps com­ 
prised the first load of relief supplies. 
Hundreds of anxious relatives and 
rescue workers on the surface were 
overjoycdd when rescue workers re­ 
ported the men were, “alive and well.” 
Some went for joy, while 
many 
others rushed to their homes 
and 
prayed- in 
thanksgiving. 
Rescue 
workers dropped their tools in their 
shafts, smiled grimly and sank 
cots to rest.

She is Mrs. Mary C. Mowry, state 
seed analyst, and little do Pennsyl­ 
vania farm ers realize that much of 
the purity of their farm crop seeds 
is due to her untiring

ceaseless poring'over samples with a 
high-powered microscope. 
Mrs. Mowry has just acquired new 
honors, her laboratory being the sole 
one of thirty-one which made a perfect 
score in a test conducted by the Offi­ 
cial Seed Analysts of North America 
and announced at the International 
Plant Congress in Ithaca, New York. 
The test was conducted by the re­ 
search bureau of the association which 
sent each entrant eight samples of 
seed to test for purity and germina­ 
tion. 
The samples were composite 
mixtures of seeds very similar in 
character. 
The laboratory was established by 
the state department of agriculture to 
support and enforce the farm seed 
law. 
Tests are made from samples 
obtained from seedsmen, wholesalers 
and retailers and the samples must 
conform to the analyses und«r which 
the seeds are sold. 
More clover, al­ 
falfa and timothy seed samples are 
analyzed than .any other 
due, Mrs. 
Mowry says, 
to the 
fact 
that 
in 
wheat, corn and oats the farm er is 
enabled to see foreign m atter. 
The laboratory makes 
about 
400 
analyses 
each 
year. 
Occasionally 
Mrs. Mowry can analyze two samples 
in one day; 
other 
times 
it takes 
almost a day to complete one analysis. 
In testing for growing properties 
a hot and cold germ inator are used. 
Four tests are made bf each sample 
to obtain a fair average. 
During the 
day the seeds are placed in the warm 
germinator carrying an average tem­ 
perature of 86 degrees, Fahrenheit; 
at night they are transferred to the 
cold germinator, the tem perature of 
which is kept at 68 degrees, Fahren­ 
heit. This, Mrs. Mowry said, is done 
to provide as near field conditions as 
possible. 
Kentucky blue grass is among the 
seeds taking the 
longest 
time 
to 
sprout, 28 days, usually 
being 
re­ 
quired. 
Corn is among those taking 
the least time, the germination fre­ 
quently taking place in from three to 
four days.

McKee, deputy secretary of agricul­ 
ture, said “most cattle owners appre­ 
ciate the fact that unless they treed 
and raise healthy cattle it will be 
practically impossible to dispose of 
them.” 
“In order to he a success all live­ 
stock improvement programs must be 
built on the foundation of a healthy 
herd, ’ he declared. 
“Attention must 
likewise be given to the productive 
capacity of the cows because the buy­ 
ers of the future will demand evi­ 
dence of production as well as health. 
The breeder, who can furnish both, 
will find a ready market for surplus 
dairy animals.”

DRY CONVICTIONS 
SHATTER RECORDS 


Washington, Sept. 29.—Convictions 
in Federal Courts of prohibition law 
violators totaled 44,022 for the fiscal 
year ended 
June 
30—the 
highest 
number since the dry act became ef­ 
fective. 
Tho Department of Justice in mak­ 
ing the announcement reported that 
“progress in prohibition enforcement” 
was being made and that acquittals in 
dry law cases were 502 less than in 
the preceding year. 
The 
departmental 
announcement 
gave no comparative figures on con- ; 
victions and 
acquittals in 
previous S 
years, but stated that during the last 
fiscal year aggregate sentences given 
by Federal judges totaled 5666 years, j 
and averaged five days longer than in 1 
the preceding year. 
Fines totaled $7,336,395, the average 
fine being $166. The average fine was 
somewhat less than the year before. 
Attorney General Sargent said this 


indicated th at “the tendency is toward 
prison sentences rather than fines.”
